AP European History 

Advanced Placement European History 
is offered every other year. This year, 
eleven students elected to take the class. 
According to Mrs. Smith, the curricu¬ 
lum of A.P. Euro was designed to ana¬ 
lyze social, economic and political trends 
and their effects in European history. 
Students also had the opportunity to 
earn college credit by taking the ad¬ 
vanced placement exam at the end of 
the year. One of the year's highlights 
was a field trip to Topeka, Kansas. The 
class visited and exhibit featuring arti¬ 
facts from the Romanov Dynasty. A 
Faberge egg and a crown from Peter the 
Great were included in the exhibit. 


AP Art 

Ten students took Advanced Placement 
Art this year. Students had to have a 
recommendation and two previous se¬ 
mesters of art to enroll in the class. What 
made AP Art different was individual 
freedom. During the 1995-1996 school 
year, AP Art was offered as an indepen¬ 
dent study. The focus of the year was 
putting together a portfolio. AP Art 
students chose one area of concentra¬ 
tion, either a specific medium or subject 
matter. Students had the opportunity to 
earn college credit for submitting a port¬ 
folio of at least 40 pieces. AP Art gave 
students a chance to work indepen¬ 
dently on what they wanted to do.

In keeping with 
that notion, the U-High faculty and staff continued to follow the trend 
of change that started in recent years. 

With the loss of some experienced faculty members, many new 
faces were added. At the top of this list stands new principal Dr, Maria 
Coolican, who replaced interim principal Dr. Dennis Johnson. 

Among the tremendous amount of new faculty this year are: 
Mr. Baldwin, a new FIRST teacher and new director of U-High's 
theatre program; Mrs. Brenner-Mitchell,sophomore writing teacher 
and speech coach; Mrs. Tatum, the new home economics teacher; Mr. 
Petty, who took up one of the chemistry posts; Mr. Jones, Algebra 
teacher and member of the football and track coaching staffs; Mrs. 
Smith, volleyball and track team coaching staff member and new 
Driver's Ed teacher; Ms. Johnson, who filled the band and orchestra 
teaching positions; and Mr. Smith as a new P.E. teacher and new head 
wrestling and assistant football coach. 

In addition to all the new faces, a familiar one reappeared. Mrs. 
Grogg returned to U-High from Washington D.C. to resume teaching.
